For Lafond, who will say good- 
bye to Andover and West Parish 
Congregational Church after 23 
years, the next step in a journey 
begun when she was only 14 is 
due to, “kind of an irresistible 
force.

Town to name 
acting police chief 


One of Andover’s long-time police offi- 
cers will soon be named the depart- 
ment’s new leader, but it won’t be any of 
the four candidates applying to be chief. 

That’s because Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski will name an acting police 
Chief while he ponders who he wants to 
recommend as the next full-time chief. 

The four candidates for the perma- 
nent post, Lt. Phillip Froburg, Set. 
Thomas Siopes, Sgt. Brian Pattullo, or 
Det. Sgt. Kevin Winters will ultimately 
replace retiring Chief James Johnson, 
but until one of them is sworn in, an act- 
ing chief from elsewhere in the ranks 
will take over the department. 

Stapczynski expects to appoint a 
senior officer as acting chief. 

“I was waiting to see who would 
emerge as candidates for the job and I 
think it’s best to have someone who is 
not a candidate for the interim position,” 
he says. “Phil (Froburg) has done a good 
job as the officer in charge, but there are 
going to be some high-profile things with 
the budget coming.” 

Stapczynski says because of the atten- 
tion, and scrutiny, focused on the depart- 
ment heads at this time of year, “I think 
its appropriate not to have someone 
who’s a candidate be the interim chief.” 

This also means, “there’s no advan- 
tage to the candidates,” says Selectmen 
Chairman Jerry Silverman. 

Silverman says the town did not want 
to go two months without someone act- 
ing as chief. However, the town had been 
without a working chief since Johnson 
announced his retirement plans in late 
October, because Johnson has been 
burning his stock-piled vacation days. 

The acting chief is expected to remain 
as chief until March 23 at the latest, 
because Silverman wants to approve the 
new chief before he leaves office.

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If there are any doubts that state Rep. 
Barry Finegold, D-Andover, is a pro- 
business Democrat, he hopes to erase 
them this year. 

Finegold, in the middle of his fresh- 
man term in the Legislature after suc- 
ceeding Gary Coon in 1997, says one of 
his top priorities of the new legislative 
year will be to roll back the so-called 
“unearned income” tax level from 12 
percent to at least 5.95 percent — the cur- 
rent level of the earned income tax. 

“People shouldn’t be penalized for 
saving,” he says, adding that he would- 
n’t support keeping it at 12 percent or 
some higher level for the wealthy. 

“First of all, this doesn’t just affect a 
wealthy few,” he says. We're talking 
800,000 families (that would benefit from 
such a cut), but I also don’t believe peo- 
ple, should be penalized for making 
money. 

“Second, this is the highest tax rate 
on unearned income in the country. And 
third, with an $800-million 

Even though he’s a freshman, Fine- 
gold is somewhat well positioned to be 
heard on the matter, since he is a mem- 
ber of the House Taxation Committee. 

Finegold is also on the side of those 
who are calling for the state income tax 
to return to a flat 5 percent. He says he 
believes there was a promise from the 
Legislature that the increase to 5.95 per- 
cent would be temporary, and notes that 
Acting Gov. Paul Cellucci has called for 
a gradual rollback to 5 percent, over sev- 
eral years. 

Does he feel uncomfortable support- 
ing a Republican on the issue, in the face 
of opposition to it from House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran? 

“T think people want us to deal with 
issues,” he says. “They’re tired of the 
partisan stuff.” 

Finegold says he believes his major 
accomplishments of the past year 
include constituent services, and help- 
ing to bring a major increase in educa- 
tional funding to the town. 

State education aid to Andover 
jumped from $2.4 million to $3.2 million, 
he says, including $375,000 in so-called 
“pothole” money earmarked for schools 
plagued with overcrowding. 

“I don’t really know why we called it 
‘pothole’ money,” he says, “because it 
has nothing to do with highways. But 
Andover was one of the few communi- 
ties in the state to get what we asked for, 
so I think that’s a good sign.” 

And his other priorities for 1998 
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Finegold — don’t penalize sav- 
ings. 
include: 

« Juvenile crime. Finegold supports a 
bill that has passed the Senate and is 
now in the House that would open up 
communication among police, juvenile 
services and the schools — the major 
agencies dealing with trouble youth. 

“This is something (District Attor- 
ney) Kevin Burke has been working on,” 
he says. “Right now, sometimes the 
police have a hard time getting informa- 
tion from the schools, or vice versa, and 
this is something we need to address 
problems with kids before they get 
worse. If a kid is having trouble at home, 
or with the police, he’s probably going to 
have trouble at school as well.” 

Finegold says while crime has 
decreased in general, juvenile crime is 
increasing, “and we need to intervene as 
early as we can.” 

« Infrastructure. Finegold has work- 
ing during the past year on a traffic plan 
for Route 125, to address both the volume 
of traffic and safety. The state Highway 
Department is now doing a study of the 
road, and Finegold says a light at Gould 
Road should be in place by summer. 

Regarding requests for other lights, 
he says he thinks, “we can do something 
creative, to keep the traffic flowing, and 
protect those on the side streets.” 

Finegold says he is also hoping to 
insure that the infrastructure is in place 
to service the explosion of commercial 
and industrial development in the River 
Road area. “We need to make sure peo- 
ple can get in and out of there,” he says.

and then in 1993 I started at BU,” she says, 
adding that the West Parish congregation has 
played a large role in her preparation.

If the Merrimack Valley Trau- 
ma Intervention Program were a 
stock, it would be one hot TIP. 

Since Snowberry Road resi- 
dent Jayan Conlin founded the 
local program four years ago, TIP 
has seen both its reputation and 
its workload grow significantly. 
Now, thanks to a federal public 
safety grant, it looks as if TIP will 
continue to grow for another four 
years. 

Conlin says TIP will receive 
$200,000 in matching-grant 
money over the next four years. 
It has also been granted tax- 
exempt status just two weeks 
after it applied, she says. Normal- 
ly, it takes officials as much as a 
year to approve such a change. 

“I just swear there’s a higher 
power up there pulling for us,” 
says Conlin. 

The goal of TIP is to help 
smooth the road for what Ms. 
Conlin calls “the silent victims” 
— the family, friends or witness- 
es of those killed or injured in a 
crime or accident. The Merri- 
mack Valley TIP was the first 
program of its kind created out- 
side of California. 

When it began, the local TP. 
had only eight volunteers, 
although that number has dou- 
bled during the last four years. 
But last year TIP could not offer a 
new training program because of 
the expense involved, says Con- 
lin. 

The grant changes all that. 

“This opens it right up,” says 
Conlin. “I’ve got 50 volunteers on 
the waiting list who want to 
apply. This gives them a chance 
to volunteer.” 

The federal money 
will not only train vol- 
unteers to counsel 
trauma victims, but

will also be used to set up a TIP 
office in the community. Cur- 
rently, the program is run out of 
Conlin’s home. 

Conlin says she doesn’t know 
where the TIP office will be locat- 
ed, but a good bet is somewhere 
in Methuen, the hometown of 
State Sen. James Jajuga, who’s 
been pushing to help TIP. 

The money will also help pub- 
lish books that children can read 
while recovering from a trauma. 
TIP is already making one color- 
ing book, and Conlin says the 
grant money could help the pro- 
gram create a book in Spanish. 

“The funding allows us to cre- 
ate the tools that volunteers can 
use,” says Conlin. “It’s really 
exciting for the program. It gives 
us some breathing space on one 
hand, although we do have to 
raise the matching funds.” 

TIP must raise $50,000 per year 
to earn the $50,000-per-year four- 
year grant from the government. 
Conlin believes TIP’s new tax- 
exempt status will help it raise 
the money, because companies 
and individuals can write off the 
donations as tax deductions. 

. But even before TIP acquired 
tax-exempt status, companies 
and individuals have been gener- 
ous with their help. Barnard 
Street’s Crispin’s Bears has 
donated dozens of bears during 
the past two years for volunteers 
to give to children and adults 
who have suffered a loss. 

Two of the bears were given to 
Kelley and Karen Burke when 
they lost their cat and most of 
their clothes in a house fire July 
4, says Conlin.

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Ghost of Willoughby could haunt Planning Board

The ghost of Willoughby 
Estates could contmue to haunt 
the Planning Board. 

While the board voted to reject 
it last October (“Planners issue 
final denial on Willoughby 
Estates,” Townsman, Oct. 30, 
1997), the developer of the pro- 
posed 13-lot subdivision contends 
that the board failed to follow the 
proper legal procedures, and 
therefore has approved it by 
default. 

John McGarry, of Coolidge 
Construction, alleges the plan 
was actually approved by default, 
or “constructive approval,” when 
the board neglected to file a letter 
with the Andover Town Clerk, 
according to Planning Director 
Steve Colyer. 

And the board essentially 
acknowledged that there is a

O’Brien named ‘Legislator of the Year’ 
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technical problem with the 
denial, when it voted the plan 
down yet again on Tuesday, Jan.

Colyer says that under a state 
law that gives the board authori- 
ty to revisit any of their deci- 
sions, Tuesday’s action was per- 
fectly appropriate. 

But that doesn’t convince 
McGarry, who intends to chal- 
lenge the vote. “They really 
weren’t authorized under the law 
to rescind the constructive 
approval,” he says, because a por- 
tion of the property was mort- 
gaged last week, which he con- 
tends revokes the board’s author- 
ity to revisit their decision. 

But Colyer says he doesn’t 
believe the property was mort- 
gaged “in good faith,” but only as 
an attempt to nullify the Plan- 
ning Board vote, and maintains 


months of fact-finding, hearings 
and debate on electric utility 
restructuring, and his support of 
the elimination of the lottery cap, 
full funding for education reform 
and increased funding for mini- 
mum aid and high enrollment 
communities. 

“The MMA, on behalf of local

McGarry has appealed the denial based on 
merit, and now plans to appeal the recision of 


the constructive approval as well, he says. 

Neither McGarry or anyone representing 
him attended Tuesday’s meeting, however, 
Colyer says. 

McGarry even tried to prevent the board 
from holding the Jan. 14 hearing by seeking a 
restraining order against the Planning Board 
in Land Court shortly before the hearing that 
day. 

The judge refused to grant the restraining 
order, but told McGarry he could appeal the 
recision, McGarry says.

Special ed bill 
should pass 


It is the touchiest of touchy issues. 

Special education is touchy because our 
children are involved, and when it comes 
to our kids, it is hard to talk in theories and 
abstractions. 

That’s good. Kids are not theories and 
abstractions, and the day we stop being 
emotional about them is the day we stop 
being human. 

So there is nothing wrong with emotion- 
al appeals being part of the debate on a pro- 
posal to revise the state special education 
law, as was the case this past Tuesday at 
the Statehouse. 

But reason, logic and practicality also 
deserve a seat at the table on this issue. 
And those, together with emotion, should 
compel legislators to approve the proposed 
revisions. 

The bill doesn’t gut the current law. Far 
from it. But the changes it does propose are 
long overdue. 

One of them is to tighten the eligibility 
requirements for entrance into special edu- 
cation. This will not block those with legit- 
imate handicaps and disabilities. What it 
will do is curb the abuse of the system by 
those who are not truly deserving of the 
vast array of special education resources. 

As former Senate Majority Leader Wal- 
ter Boverini of Lynn, a former teacher, 
once bluntly put it at a hearing, “Special 
education was never meant for the kid who 
tells the teacher to go to hell.” 

Then there is the removal of the phrase 
“maximum feasible benefit” — which spe- 
cial ed advocates are terribly afraid will 
mean a return to second-class status for 
special needs children. 

That is unlikely. What is Clearly known 
is that the inclusion of that phrase has cre- 
ated a system that is out of control. Itisa 
lawyer’s dream, because it allows literally 
any student to qualify for special educa- 
tion, if the parents are persistent enough 
and have a good lawyer. 

It has led to a greater percentage of stu- 
dents in special ed than any other state in 
the country. It has almost broken the 
backs of school budgets. It has grown to the 
point where so-called “regular” and “gift- 
ed” students are the ones with second-class 
status. 

The special ed law has been in existence 
for more than two decades. It is clearly bro- 
ken. This may not fix it entirely, but spe- 
cial ed advocates owe it to school systems 
to give it a try. 

No law is written in stone. If these 
changes don’t work, they can always be 
changed. But they deserve a chance.

Hurrah for an attack of common sense

It’s a heartening thing to see. Our 
chivalrous state senators, whose 
favorite activity usually seems to be 
taking money from one group of peo- 
ple and giving it to another (all while 
pretending it came from them), have 
ridden to the rescue of “female-only” 
health clubs. 

Let’s have a hearty Heigh Ho Sil- 
verado. 

Well, maybe some of us will cheer. 
Hopefully the members of Silverado 
will. But not our guardians of civil 
rights and equality. They are worried. 
The vote is seen-as a subtle but dark 
threat to decades of struggle against 
discrimination. Everything I’ve read 
on the area pundit pages since the 
Senate’s 35-3 vote last week to exempt 
women’s health clubs from the so- 
called “public accommodations law” 
suggests that while it may sound good 
to allow women a haven to exercise 
without men around, it’s really yet 


another trap set by those who are con- 
tinually bent on enslaving women 
and minorities. 

Indeed, opponents to the law, 
including the National Organization 
for Women and a number of female 
attorneys, wonder if “stepping back to 
a time when men-only and women- 
only businesses were legal is a mark 
of progress.” 

That, one suggested, would put us 
on the slipperiest of slopes. The fright- 
ening specter of single-sex country 
clubs and squash courts would soon 
follow. And then the “haunting 
images” of the past, including a return 
to “whites only” and “No Irish need 
apply” racial and ethnic discrimina- 
tion, would infect American society. 

Hey, we might as well throw in 
slave masters showing up at the auc- 
tion block as well. All because a few 
health clubs want men to Stay away. 

Give me a break. Give the women 
who want to work out in a club with- 
out men a break. Give men who want 
to play golf with other men a break. 
Give us all a break. It makes one won- 
der if there is a required course in 
paranoia and exaggeration in law 
school. 

Is this a “mark of progress?” The 
phrasing of the question makes the 
desired answer obvious. “Stepping 
back,” implies a regression, a return 
to old, unenlightened times — clearly 


not progress. But in fact, “stepping 
back” from a mentality that carries 
fears of discrimination to an absurd 
level can be quite progressive indeed. 
So yes, I think it is a mark of progress. 
At the very least, what we have here 
on the part of the Senate is an attack 
of common sense that might return a 
bit of sanity to a society that seems 
bent on denying the obvious. 

And that’s because it would also 
return a bit of the right kind of dis- 
crimination to the public square. 

No, I’m not talking about a return 
to the bad old days. But as long as 
we're talking about health, think cho- 
lesterol. There’s “good” and “bad” 
cholesterol. The same is true of dis- 
crimination. 

One definition is, “To make a dis- 
tinction in favor of, or against a per- 
son on the basis of the group or class 
to which the person belongs, rather 
than on the basis of merit.” That’s the 
bad kind. Society has done a great 
deal to eliminate that kind of discrim- 
ination, and needs to do more (See: 
Affirmative Action). 

The kind of discrimination that 
pays women less than men for the 
same work is bad. The kind that 
denies them promotions they would 
have received if they were men is bad. 

But another definition that is large- 
ly ignored when it comes to issues like

I would be curious to observe the 
reactions of the parents of these young 
girls if that’s what they were told. I’d be 
even more curious to observe the reac- 
tions of parents of young boys if they 
were told the same thing. 

In the past, when we were a hunting 
and agrarian based society, and then an 
industrial-based society, there were 
practical, physical reasons why a male 
worked outside the home, and equally 
practical, physical reasons why a 
woman did not. In today’s society, 
where ability and success in working 
outside the home is generally measured 
in terms of intelligence and motivation 
rather than by physical prowess, 
women can and should strive for the 
Same careers as their male counter- 
parts. 

On a personal note, my mother 
Stayed home and cared for me and my 
older sister until I went off to college, at 
which time she resumed her career as a 
librarian. It never occutred to me that 
this was right or wrong, or good or bad, 
only that she and my father had made a 
personal decision that seemed right for 
them. My parents never questioned my 
decision not to stay home full-time and 
care for my children; in fact they 
respected my personal decision to con- 
tinue with my career while having chil- 
dren.

this is: “To note or observe a dif. 
ference; distinguish accurately.” 

We need more of that kind of 
discrimination in our world, and 
the vote to allow female-only 
health clubs is a fine example of 
it. It is an acknowledgment that 
there are important differences 
between men and women that 
have nothing to do with equal 
pay or genuine equal access. 

Those who argue that those 
differences are insignificant, 
and have no place in public 
accommodations should then 
explain why we aren’t arguing 
about men wanting men-only 
clubs to work out because they 
don’t want women “leering” at 
them. It just wouldn’t happen. 

If there were such a club, men 
would be stampeding to join it, 
not complaining about it. 

Beyond that, to argue that a 
women-only health club denies 
men equal access to places to 
work out is absurd. Same for 
men-only clubs. Perhaps if there 
were only one club within 15 
miles and it didn’t allow one gen- 
der or the other, there would be 
an issue. But that is obviously 
not the case.

I read with amazement the commitment of 
$200,000 to study the Cross Street site for a new 
middle school.

Point 2: Time to utilize our existing assets 
better: 

What town has two town halls? And both of 
them do not seem to be fully utilized or well laid 
out. Right next to all this space is Doherty Mid- 
dle School. If we really need middle school 
space, why not add to, or break through, some 
walls, expanding into and relaying out the 
existing Town Hall? Why not move some town 
functions into the old town hall, linked to the 
main building by computer systems? Why not 
lease space for a senior center and teen center? 
Why not look at the Franciscan Center as an 
incredible opportunity, to deal with a tempo- 
rary student enrollment bulge through the use 
of existing private space by a magnet school. 

I am sorry, but you can run a $500-million 
corporation with all the space the town seems 
to need. No one seems to consider how operat- 
ing costs are being driven up by all these build- 
ings.

When is the town going to start 
looking at how computer technologies can 
drive down operating costs in such areas as 
heating, security, accounting, etc., while better 
utilizing our existing assets, both buildings and 
people? 

Point 3: Andover is drunk on spending: 

My tax bills have increased by 78 percent 
over the past 10 years and my water bills have 
effectively doubled. This represents a com- 
pound increase of almost 6 percent per year in 
taxes. Meanwhile the tax base has increased

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construction, so even more money 
has flowed into town coffers. 

Every business I know of has 
learned to do more with less over 
the past 10 years. Can our long-term 
residents, let alone our new ones 
paying high tax bills for large 
homes, afford such continuing tax 
increases exacerbated by indis- 
criminate construction of new 
buildings? 

The potential hidden costs of 
the Cross Street site are fairly 
obvious if anyone involved in this 
study ever drove River Road in the 
morning rush hour, or High Plain 
Road at any time, or experienced 
the lack of water pressure or sew- 
ers out in West Andover homes. 

It is time to exercise some cau- 
tion after the high school addition 
fiasco. Does everyone think the 
days of slow economic growth or 
recession have been banished 
from our country, commonwealth 
and town? After a seven year eco-

nomic roll, I maintain now is the 
time to rethink town spending 
practices, not biting off some 
major project that will lead the 
town to economizing or cutting 
back on salaries, staffing and 
teaching supplies in a few years 
from now because of excessive 
building overheads. 

In conclusion, this is not a 
schools issue, it is a town issue that 
requires a collaborative effort by 
all town departments and the 
schools. Let’s not waste $200,000 on 
a premature study before a super- 
intendent is even hired.

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Sewer plan gets mixed reviews

While Joe Q. Andover’s attention is 
fixed on how building new town build- 
ings will affect his wallet, officials are 
considering several expensive sewer pro- 
jects that may drain just as much money. 

In fact, some of the town’s biggest deci- 
Sions during the next few town meetings 
may be about which multi-million dollar 
sewer projects residents want their 
money to flow toward. 

The largest project is a plan to expand 
the sewer system into the Ballardvale 
and South Main Street areas at an esti- 
mated cost of $23.1 million, a few million 
shy of the original estimate for the 
Andover High School project. 

Although this article was shot down at 
last year’s Town Meeting, Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapczynski is bringing back the 
article, saying that many in that area are 
asking for a sewer line. Bob McQuade, 
public works director, says the reason for 
the expansion is because so many septic 
Systems in that area are failing and 
because an expansion to the area is 
inevitable. 

“In most of the South Andover area 
there’s no choice,” he says. “There isn’t 
any question in my mind that we will be 
sewering the South Andover section. The 
only question is when, and I say that 
because of the type of soil. And, because 
of the types of lots, our options are limit- 
ed.” 

“I dig down this deep, eight to 12 inch- 
es, and its clay,” says Mark O'Malley, a 
South Main Street resident, describing 
his land. 

O’Malley says residents are meeting 
about the issue and some are willing to 
pay for a sewer line.

But he’d still pay for a line to be thrown 
his way. 

“Tll accept the betterment,” he said at 
a selectmen’s meeting this month. “Peo- 
ple can’t sell their homes.” 

Town Health Director Everett Penney 
says that since the new septic law Title V 
was approved, 22 percent of the Andover 
Septic systems that have been tested have 
failed. Although he had no hard data, he 
believes many of these failures are in the 
South Main Street area. 

But while some residents want the 
line expanded to take in the dozens of 
streets proposed by the plan, others 
believe the town should focus on replac- 
ing the old sewer lines it already has. 
They say the town may not have enough 
money to do both projects. 

A rehabilitation project suggested for 
Brook Street, Riverina Road to Central 
Street, and the Rogers Brook area is esti- 
mated to cost $9.65 million, about $1.5 mil- 
lion more than the South Elementary 
project. 

One of the concerns of those who live 
in the downtown area near Rogers Brook 
is that the town’s E. Coli problem there 
may be caused by a broken or decaying 
sewer line that needs to be replaced. 

As it happens the town does have a 
proposal to rehabilitate the existing sew- 
ers in the Rogers Brook area. 

During the fall E. Coli numbers in 
Rogers Brook were significantly higher 
than recommended by the government 
with bacteria counts reaching up to 
80,000 bacteria per 100 milliliters when 
the recommended amount is a 200. 

Since then numbers have fluctuated 
greatly and the town and the state are 

studying the Brook to locate the source of 
the problem. Penney says the highest 
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counts are in the Upland 
Road/Ivanhoe area and the 
town has tried to pinpoint 
the problem more specifical- 
ly with a higher concentra- 
tion of tests. 

In putting together his 
requests for the town’s Capi- 
tal Improvement Plan, 
McQuade _ ranked the 
replacement of the existing 
sewer lines near Rogers 
Brook and other areas as a 
higher priority than extend- 
ing the sewer line into South 
Andover. 

Yet all of the funding for 
the expansion project is slat- 
ed to occur in fiscal years 
1999 and 2000, according to 
Stapcezynski’s CIP. The high- 
er-priority replacement pro- 
ject is not to be funded until 
2003 


The CIP also says that the 
replacement project will 
“reduce pumping and treatment cost,” 
while the South Main Street extension 
will “increase the annual pumping, 
treatment and maintenance expenses. 

Stapezynski has been asked by the 
Townsman about the decision to fund 
the expansion project first, as is shown 
in the CIP document. He said the money 
for the replacement project might take 
place with $100,000 worth of work every 
year. 

“I would see what requests are made 
next year. This is an annual process,” he 
Says. “It appears now, after the studies 
were done with the E. Coli, that the 
Rogers Brook area (part of the rehabili- 
tation proposal) would become a higher 
priority.

* modifying state regulations to 
match the federal special ed law, by 
changing the “maximum feasible ben- 
efit” requirement to a “free and appro- 
priate education;”

second opinion on children’s evalua- 
tions; and 

* providing more state money for 
SPED programs. 


Eligibility 

Clarifying who is eligible obviously 
comes with a host of details. 

The commission’s report recom- 
mended a number of revisions to defini- 
tions. The phrase “school-age child with 
special needs” would be changed to “a 
school-aged child with a disability.” The 
category of “seriously emotionally dis- 
turbed” children would change to chil- 
dren with an “emotional disability,” 
and the phrase that says the law does 
not apply to “children who are socially 
maladjusted” would be changed to “no 
child shall be determined to be a child 
with a disability solely because the 
child’s behavior violates the school’s 
discipline code, or solely because the 
child is involved with a state court or 
social service agency,” according to the 
report. 

How will that affect Andover? Not at 
all, says, Mary French, director of 
Andover’s special education program, 
since she says the schools follow such 
guidelines already. 

French says three questions must be 
asked of a student requiring special 
needs in Andover: (1) Is there a handi- 
Cap condition? If so, (2) is the child mak- 
ing effective progress in regular educa- 
tion program? If not, (3) do they need a 
special education service? 

But some parents still worry that this 
change in wording would leave a few 
students who need extra help without 
anywhere to turn. 

“Being in the same (class)room does- 
n’t mean you're included,” says Kevin 
Hall, father of an autistic student at 
West Elementary School. 

Hall, who says his family is very 
happy with his son’s education at West 
Elementary, says he thinks inclusion is 
a great idea, but the methods used to 
have disabled students participate have 
yet to be perfected. 

Finegold, who mostly deals with stu- 
dents who have learning or emotional 
disabilities rather than severe physical 
handicaps, says she’s not too worried 


about the proposed changes.

Philosophies about special education 
have changed so much since she started 
that disabled children can now be 
included in regular classrooms effec- 
tively, she says. 

“Every child can learn as long as 
they have a strategy,” she says, adding, 
“T really feel Andover has done a won- 
derful job,” of providing them. 


Educational capacity 

One way to make “inclusion” more 
effective is to train more teachers in 
special education, leaders say. 

The commission’s report recom- 
mends teacher training to make regular 
education teachers more capable of han- 
dling students with disabilities. 

They propose requiring all teachers 
to be certified in special education, with 
a minimum requirement of two classes 
that address effective inclusive school- 
ing and classroom organization and 
management. 

Courses in “diverse learning” would 
be offered to teachers, aides and admin- 
istrators statewide. 

The results should be a shift in atti- 
tudes about what is normal in a class- 
room says Kari Hoffman, president of 
the Andover Chapter 766 Special Educa- 
tion Parents Advisory Committee and 
mother of a child with a learning dis- 
ability. 

“Ideally, SPED should be tightly 
woven into regular education. Special 
education teachers don’t have a magic 
bullet. They have good, diverse, cre- 
ative teaching techniques. The state 
wants that for all teachers,” Hoffman 
says, who attended many meetings of 
the state education commission as they 
developed their report.

Senator John O’Brien, D- 
Andover, is a member of the 
special education study com- 
mission. He says he supports 
the bulk of the changes pro- 
posed for the law, but is unde- 
cided about moving to the fed- 
eral standard. 

“That’s one area that cer- 
tainly can have an impact on 
each _ individual _ student, 
rather than the group collec- 
tively,” he says.

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SHED grows to 
meet demand

Sometime next spring Andover par- 
ents could start taking their own kids to 
the cleaners. 

That’s when SHED hopes to expand 
its program into two buildings on the 
Phillips Academy campus. One of those 
buildings is the former laundry build- 
ing for the former Abbot Academy. 

“It’s really exciting,” says Sydney 
Bialo, director of SHED since its foun- 
dation in 1984, 

SHED, or the Shawsheen Extended 
Day child care program is a nonprofit 
child care company that was first run 
as part of the town’s Department of 
Community Services and became a pri- 
vate nonprofit company a year later. 

The SHED program for kindergart- 
ners and the SHED Kids Club for stu- 
dents in first to sixth grades now ser- 
vice a total of 198 students, Bialo says. 
The Kids Club waiting list is 85 families 
long, and competition for a slot is 
fierce. Parents have been known to 
camp out overnight to get their child a 
space in the program. 

An effort to meet growing demand 
has been in the works for more than 
four years, Bialo says. 

Two years ago, as SHED was still 
looking to expand out of the small 
building and gymnasium at the Shaw- 
sheen School, Phillips was looking to 
preserve the historic Abbot laundry 
building on their campus. 

Besides having their historic build- 
ing renovated, Phillips was glad to 
become home to what they considered 
a quality day care program. 

“Our mission is compatible,” says 
Michael Williams, Phillips director of 
facilities, of the two organization focus 
on education. 

Bialo agrees. 

“They bailed us out when we needed 
help and support,” Bialo says.

way to use a good building that was 
otherwise unneeded,” she says. 

A deal was negotiated between 
SHED and Phillips with the help of 
Williams and Paul Finger of the SHED 
Board of Directors. 

The project now under way was the 
result of thousands of hours of volun- 
teer time by SHED parents and board 
members, Finger says. 

A tax-exempt bond through the 
Massachusetts Development Finance 
Corporation didn’t hurt either, Finger 
says, but financing was the biggest 
challenge of the plan. 

The $1.7 million project, paid by 
SHED is now under way. The laundry 
building, built around 1912, is being 
renovated according to historic preser- 
vation standards to serve as the new 
SHED office and program space, and a 
12,000-square-foot building is being 
built next to it for the Kids Club pro- 
gram. 

Phillips will lease the property and 
the building to SHED in a 40-year con- 
tract, Williams said. 

The new building will house 10 
classrooms, or 20 kids each, with a 
variety of materials available in each 
room and a specialty in each room, 
like art, computers and building pro- 
jects. 

“Our basic philosophy is to offer a 
lot of choices,” she says. 

But running such a program as they

have, in the gymnasium of the Shaw- 
sheen School, wasn’t the best way to do 
it, she says. 

“Tt’s not impossible, but it’s not set- 
ting up a couple of tables. We want a 
home away from home where kids can 
have their special spot. And until you 
have dedicated space, it’s very diffi- 
cult,” Bialo says. 

Besides their program’s require- 
ments, Bialo says they were looking for 
a Space with a place to play outdoors, 
parking and easy access for parents. 

When the project is complete, Bialo 
expects their 78 SHED slots will jump 
to 100 (50 in each session, morning and 
afternoon) and the Kids Club slots will 
jump from 120 to 200, hopefully elimi- 
nating the waiting list, not to mention 
long lines. 

Registration will be done by mail 
this year, Bialo says. 

How quickly they will expand the 
Kids Club programs depends on how 
soon the building is completed, and 
how quickly they can find eight new 
part-time staff members, Bialo says, 
who currently employs 32 people. 

If the building and staff are ready to 

go by the summer, Bialo says SHED is 
hoping to start an all-day summer pro- 
gram. 
Planning for the summer program 
has begun, but she’s waiting until the 
building is ready to hold registration, 
she says.

to'take a closer look at the clause at well. 

“We need to know what we can expect from 
the federal standard,” he says. 

Sondra Finegold says all students deserve 
the “maximum feasible benefit” of public edu- 
cation. 

Hoffman agrees, but wants to see more 
study done on that part of the proposed 
change. 

“The original intent of the phrase was just 
to:assure that each child was learning to his 
fullest potential, not for the school to spend 
the maximum amount of dollars on each stu- 
dent,” she says. 

Hoffman says she feels Andover has spent 
the appropriate amount of money on her son’s 
education plan, because she knows he has 
made the right amount of progress for a sec- 
ond grader with his disability. 

“You don’t need to spend an exorbitant or 
unreasonable amount of money if you have 
good teaching or good support from the Sys- 
tem,” Hoffman says. 

She credits the efficiency of the program to 
the team of evaluators who develop her son’s 
education plan. The teams include the par- 
ents, the school principal, school psycholo- 
gists and relevant specialists, 

“It takes the team working together to 
make it happen,” she says. 

French, director of SPED in Andover for 
more than 12 years, says the town has never 
been taken to court over a special ed plan, but 
has held hearings before an officer of the 
Department of Education (DOE). Parties in 
dispute often settle differences by meeting 
informally with French and her department, 
she says, or if they need the next step, get an 
advisory hearing from a DOE officer. That 
process doesn’t involve a lot of legal fees and 
dwesn’t conclude with a binding opinion. 

If the parents and school departments can’t 
resolve their dispute there, they can get a 
mediator who works with lawyers but doesn’t 
issue a binding opinion, or they can get a for- 
mal hearing from the DOE which does issue a 
binding opinion. 

French says formal hearings are usually 
requested about once a year, but about four or 
five formal hearings have been requested in 
the past year. She declined to speculate on the 
rise in disputes. 

As a teacher in the system for 25 years, Son- 
dra Finegold says she has never had a dispute 
with any education plan she worked on with a 
parent. 


Second opinions 

Under the current state law, when a child’s 
educational needs are evaluated by the state, 
the parents are entitled to a free, independent 
second opinion at the state’s expense. 

The proposed change would still allow a sec- 
ond opinion, but the state would no longer pay 
for it; a change that could cost parents $500 for 
a service that may need to be performed annu- 
ally. 

Hoffman is concerned that the change 
would make the process unfair for families of 
varied economic status. 

O’Brien says he’s heard from some parents 
that their child could get stuck in a program 
that doesn’t meet all their child’s needs if they 
can’t afford to get an independent evaluation. 


Financial incentives 

The commission recommended spending 
more state money on SPED in various ways. 
me : 


They proposed a $9-to $10-million boost over 
a three-year period to encourage cost-sharing 
among communities. They suggested the 
state’s share of in-district program costs that 
exceed three times the state average should 
increase during that time from 50 to 60 per- 
cent, and decline from 60 to 50 percent of 
costs for out-of-district programs exceeding 
five times the state average. 

The change is intended to eliminate exist- 
ing incentives toward out-of-district place- 
ments and to encourage collaborative pro- 
grams, the commission’s report says. 

French says of Andover’s 656 SPED stu- 
dents, a count that changes almost daily, 35 
are enrolled in out-of-district programs, 
three of which are members of the Greater 
Lawrence Educational Collaborative and 14 
of which are in collaboratives programs in 
Andover’s district. 

Andover’s percentage of students enrolled 
in SPED, as opposed to the regular education 
program, is below the state average, (17 per- 
cent) at 11.7 percent, French says. 

Over the past seven years, the percentage 
of local students in the SPED program has 
slowly decreased from about 14 percent in 
1989 to its lowest in 1996 at 10.9 percent, 
French says. 

She describes the numbers as “sinking 
over time,” and says they reflect the tighten- 
ing of state eligibility guidelines. 

“We may see slightly fewer out-of-district 
placements,” she says. 

The budget has also hovered in a consistent 
range, says School Department Business Man- 
ager Bernie Tuttle. In 1990-91 the budget for 
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out-of-district placements and 
transportation specifically for 
Special ed stayed at 5 percent of 
the total school budget, and sat at 
6 percent from 1992 through 1997. 

Special education teachers 
Salaries are not separated from 
the regular teacher’s salary cate- 
gory of the school budget, he says. 

French says Andover’s school 
administration has always been 
supportive of in-district program 
development over out-of-district 
placement where it was possible, 
but in recent years, attitudes 
about inclusion, or in-district, in- 
classroom programs statewide 


have become more accepting. So 
She doesn’t expect things to 
change much here. 

Sondra Finegold agrees. 

“We've come out of the closets 
— literally,” she says, sitting at a 
table in her own space at West 
Elementary, which was newly 
renovated to create more class- 
room space. 

The report also proposed an 
increase of $5 million to $7.5 mil- 
lion for the DOE, Department of 
Mental Retardation or other 
human service agencies for pro- 
grams for inclusion and commu- 
nity service.

years,” he says, “I think I understand the cur- 
rent issues and what the town can afford and 
what it can’t afford.” 

Collins can also make a claim to under- 
standing the town. 

“I spent my whole life in the Andover 
schools, practically, and J wanted to contin- 
ue to be a part of it,” he Says. “I have no ax 
to grind or anything like that.” 

Because of Collins’ long involvement 
with Andover High, his candidacy is expect- 
ed to be a strong one. Some would label him 
a bonafide Andover legend. 

“He’s known for being a teacher, being a 
coach, and just being a really good role 
model. I attribute a lot that I’ve learned to 
him,” says state Representative Barry Fine- 
gold. “He has kind of a natural constituency. 
How many kids has he taught? How many 
kids has he coached?” 

Over 37 years, Collins taught and coached 
three generations of students for several 
Andover families. 

He retired from Andover High in 1996, 
about a year after undergoing quintuple by- 
Pass surgery at Boston’s Deaconess Hospi- 
tal. 

But he’s only semi-retired now. Married 
with adult children, he works as the offen- 
Sive coordinator for the Merrimack College 
football program, and teaches U.S. history 
and international relations at Phillips Acad- 
emy during the summer. 


Issues 

At least for now, neither new Candidate is 
saying his campaign will focus on particular 
educational issues. 

“I don’t have any agenda. I don’t have any 
major issues or anything I dislike. | just 
thought I could help the children in the 
school system,” Says Kaufman. 

Although Collins recognizes that build- 
ing a new middle school and tinkering with 
block scheduling are important topics in 
town, he says, “These aren’t life and death 
issues.” 

In general both candidates believes the 
Andover schools are doing well, although 
after almost 40 years of teaching in those 
schools Collins admits, “Naturally, [I’m 
biased.” 

“I don’t see anything lagging here that 
isn’t lagging other places,” says Collins.

“I think the school System’s pretty good. 
But I think we could hire some more teach- 
ers,” says Kaufman.

Craig Harri- 
son, of Lovejoy Road, has taken out nomina- 
tion papers and is considering an effort, but 
Says he has not yet decided to run. 


Well-known candidate 

One of Kaufman’s initial challenges in 
the election may be the battle for name 
recognition. Girdwood has chaired the com- 
mittee for the past two years and Collins is 
not a candidate who will need to introduce 
himself to many long-time Andover voters. 

When he retired from Andover High, 
more than 400 people came to a dinner in 
his honor. At the ceremony, Principal Ellen

Parker said “(Collins’) pride, 
tradition of excellence, and 
commitment to academics, as 
well as athletics, will go in the 
books as a record never to be 
broken.”

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Selectmen notes 


Board hopes state money 


By Neil Fater 

Selectmen are hoping the $2.5 million the 
State is sending Andover to improve side- 
walks and other downtown amenities will 
help launch a larger commitment to positive 
change in the downtown business district. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski and 
Selectmen have listed focusing on the down- 
town district as one of their goals for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Now halfway through the 
year, however, selectmen Say they’ve done 
little to address long-standing problems such 
as parking, other than to tinker with and 
extend the downtown parking sticker pro 
gram. 

One proposal to improve the downtown is 
to form a public-private partmership that will 
hire someone to oversee changes downtown. 
This new limited-term person would serve as 
the leader in addressing downtown issues 
and promoting downtown Vitality. 

Selectman Larry Larsen says he favors 
such a position but does not want the person 
to become a town émployee because then the 
town would have to pay for health care and 
other benefits. 

“Td like to see us rent a planner as opposed 
to buying one,” he says. “I don’t like to see 
government do it 100 percent because then 
nobody owns it, but if we could be involved as 
a partner, then I’d be very interested. 

“I think it needs leadership from town 
hall. I think it would be great if there was 
some kind of proposal,” Says Larsen. “There 
are many creative things that can be done but 
there’s got to be someone who can put the 
package together.” 

Over the years, selectmen have seen many 
committees focusing on downtown issues 
come and go, and little has been accom- 
plished. Chairman Jerry Silverman says 
there have been three parking committees 
alone during his years on the board. 

But selectmen appear to believe the prob- 
lem has been that not everyone has been 
pulled into the discussions. 

Getting residents involved won’t be a prob- 
lem. Residents such as those in DANA and 
other neighborhood groups say they want to 
be included in the talks. 

“What goes on within the central business 
district definitely affects all the neighbor- 
hoods around the area. Because whatever 
happens, good or bad, we have to live with ; 
Says Denis Ryan, of Chestnut Street. “There 
needs to be one consistent vision for the 
downtown area.” 

While selectmen have commented on the 
difficulty of getting landlords and other 
groups involved in discussions, Ryan says he 
has run into a downtown landlord who says 
he would attend a meeting about the down- 
town area if told about it. 

“Leadership starts in this room and with 
the town manager. I’m optimistic you can be 
Willing to engage them,” Ryan has said to the 
selectmen. 


Downtown construction 

Selectmen know there will be at least one 
Significant change in the downtown next 
year. The state will start another major road 
construction project. 

This time the victim will be the North 
Main Street bridge over the railroad tracks 
aside Railroad Avenue. 


The state had originally want- 
ed to close down Main Street for a 
year to do the work, but the town 
told them that was unacceptable, 
Says Stapczynski. The work will 
now be spread out over two years. 

This new road project follows 
on the heels of several significant 
downtown projects including a 
town water project on North 
Main between Shawsheen Square 
and Shawsheen Plaza, and a state 
project on Main Street near 
Phillips Academy. 

Commuters bitterly com- 
plained that both projects signifi- 
cantly affected their daily com- 
mute. 


Money funny 

With budget talk beginning to 
heat up, residents can bet that 
selectmen and school officials will 
have some of their annual argu- 
ments about what kind of budget 
increase the Andover schools 
need. 

In fact, the verbal sparring may 
already have started. 

At the Jan. 12 selectmen’s meet-

Along with happy memories, the 
holidays might have also left you with 
some unwanted reminders of festive 
get-togethers — stains on the carpet, 
upholstery and table linens. 

Spots unnoticed during December 
parties can become glaringly evident in 
the cold, clear light of January — a fact 
well-known to Denise Loxton. manag- 
er of the Scotchgard service center in 
Minneapolis, and Elizabeth Barbatelli, 
owner of Linens Limited in Milwaukee. 

Right after the holidays, their 
phones start ringing off the hook as 
callers ask how to destroy the evidence 
of cranberries, wine, candle wax. 
gravy and more. 

Stains made by mustard and by hot 
drinks such as coffee, tea and cocoa are 
hard to remove, but many food and 
beverage stains can be removed from 
carpet or upholstery with simple clean- 
ing solutions, Loxton says. 

For any stain on Carpet or uphol- 
stery, scrape up the solid matter with a 
spoon or a very dull knife before 


applying any liquid to the area. 

The sooner a stain is treated, the eas- 
ier it will be to remove. So try to have 
the necessary cleaning solutions on 
hand, along with clean white terry 
cloth towels and paper towels to apply 
and blot up solutions. 

When treating a stain, blot. don’t 
rub. For greasy, oil-based stains such as 
butter, chocolate, crayons, gravy, lip- 
stick and candle wax, apply a dry- 
cleaning solvent such as Carbona or 
Energine and follow the manufactur- 
er’s directions. If the stain remains, try 
a homemade remedy, which is also use- 
ful for removing water-based stains 
such as cranberry juice and wine. 

The mildest treatment is a solution 
of one-quarter teaspoon of a non- 
bleaching, clear dish washing liquid 
dissolved in one cup of lukewarm 
water. Blot the stain with the solution, 
then remove the detergent residue 
with clear, lukewarm water. Blot up 
the liquid with terry cloth or paper 
towels. 

If detergent doesn’t remove the 
stain, try a solution of two tablespoons 
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Holiday stains can become fa 


of nonbleaching ammonia in one cup 
of lukewarm water. Then neutralize 
the ammonia with a solution of one 
cup of white vinegar mixed into two 
cups of water. Blot up well with tow- 
els. 

“Not only do you have to go deep to 
get all of the stain,” Loxton says. “You 
also have to be as thorough when blot- 
ting up the cleaning fluid with either 
water Or a vinegar solution.” 


When treating upholstery, check 
fabric-care tags. Some manufacturers 
use a code that tells how to treat stains. 
Commercial solvents, detergent or 
ammonia solutions can be used if the 
fabric has been encoded “w/s,” 

“W”"" (for “water”) recommends 
using only the detergent or ammonia 
solutions; “s” (for “solvent”) means to 
use Carbona or the like. “Mild” is the 
watchword when applying first aid to 
table linens. 

“Don't try to scrape candle wax off 
the cloth with a knife,” says Barbatelli, 
“You may break the fibers and even 
cause a hole.”

Steaming hot water from the faucet 
or from a teapot will turn the wax into 
liquid and allow it to pass through the 
cloth. Another method is to place the 
cloth on an ironing board, cover with 
an absorbent towel and iron over the 
Stain. 

Colored wax creates a bigger prob- 
lem. Barbatelli advises professional 
cleaning for a valued tablecloth. 

To deal with fresh stains made by 
Sfavy, cranberry sauce or wine, 
Barbatelli suggests flushing with soapy 
water. Use hot, mildly soapy water for 
greasy stains and cool, soapy water for 
water-based stains. If you decide to 
have the tablecloth professionally 
cleaned, do so as soon as possibie. 

“Stains set on table linens after 
about three weeks,” Barbatelli says, 
“and it gets harder to remove them.” 

When buying new party linens, be 
aware that different fibers respond dif. 
ferently to cleaning. “True, you don’t 
have to iron polyester tablecloths, but 
the down side is that polyester may not 
release. stains as well as all-cotton or 
linen.”

Anthony Ruggieri, who runs a 
restaurant in Medford, said he and his 
wife, Karen, wanted the kitchen to be 
the boldest room in their home They 
selected a colorful kitchen wallpaper 
with fruits, flowers and vegetables as a 
theme. Those blend well with the Spo- 
radic fruit and vegetable tiles that 
break up the white tiles above the 
counter top. 

“With these big houses there is so 
much wall space. But I didn’t want big 
white walls everywhere. It was too 
much white. We decided to get dra- 
matic with one room,” Mr. Ruggieri 
said. 

Indeed, his brick front contempo- 
rary house at 40 Ridgeway is very big 
with about 3,500 square feet of living 
space. It includes four bedrooms. 
three-and-a-half baths and a study on 
the first floor. Wall space is obviously 
plentiful, including in the kitchen, so 
this couple was able to chose a bold 
print for the kitchen walls. 

The kitchen’s focal point is its 6-feet- 
by-10-feet window that overlooks the 
backyard woods. 

And, it gets lots of attention from 
guests because it is uniquely framed. 

Donna Wadden, owner of 
Impressive Walls in North Reading, 
sculptured the border to frame the 
window. 

“This kitchen picture window is set 
off by itself so we decided to do some 
specialty work to make it a focal point 
of the room,” said Mrs. Wadden, who 
has been working with the Ruggieris 
since they bought the house 14 months 
ago. 

She installed the coordinating back- 
ground wallpaper on this wall only and 
hand-sculptured the border to frame 
the window. 

“I love it,” said Mrs. Wadden, a sec- 
ond generation paperhanger who has 
been doing residential and commercial 
installations for more than 10 years. 

“Everybody loves it,” added Mr. 
Ruggieri. “At every party we have 
someone always comments on the win- 
dow. They want to know how we did 
it. It’ s unique.” 

And, there is even more drama in 
store for this kitchen wall.

“We treat wall covering as an art and 
pay meticulous attention to detail,” 
said Mrs. Wadden who manages the 
wall covering department at North 
Reading Hardware and Paint on Route 
28 in North Reading. She is at the store 
on Fridays and Saturdays. 

These days many of her customers 
are opting for border sculptures 
around windows that come in all 
shapes and sizes. This type of decorat- 
ing method is also popular around mir- 
rors, especially in bathrooms, she said. 

“I've been sculpturing for a long 
time and now a lot of the wallpaper 
books are offering it. They call it laser 
cut and people can order them,” she 
said. 

And, many customers are choosing 
bold, dramatic colors for certain 
rooms, just like the Ruggieris. 

In fact, “the bolder, the better” 
seems to be the interior design creed 
of 1998 especially in the kitchen. The 
popular Better Homes and Gardens 
magazine kicked off the new year with 
a focus on statement kitchens and 
these kitchens are colorful.

look for streamlined furniture, strong 
color and unfussy fabrics,” editors 
summed up.

family room. Here, Mr. Ruggieri paint- 


ed the walls beige. On the other side of 


the kitchen is the formal dining room. 
The coupie wanted a soft. but rich 
effect in this room which has gothic 
style columns. 

“We chose wall coverings with a 
marble/faux effect because the room 
was so long and there was so much 
wall space to cover. We divided the 
Space by installing a coordinating 
Stripe below the chair rail,” Mrs. 
Wadden said. 

Future plans call for decorating a 
downstairs study and the grand 
entrance hall. This has a continuous 
layout that travels up a long stairway 
which is the main upstairs corridor. It 
comes down into the cathedral ceiling 
family room next to the kitchen. 

This is a high traffic area, especially 
for the couple’s 6-year-old son, Tyler. 

“I will be showing them fabric- 
backed or type I commercial grade 
wall coverings that can withstand 
heaving traffic.

My unit runs just fine, why should 
I pay to have someone service it? 

A lack of maintenance on your equip- 
ment can void your warranties. Regular 
maintenance ensures you receive the 
best efficiency (energy savings) and reli- 
ability from your equipment. 

What should I look for in a 
service department? 

First and foremost, the company you 
choose should have a service depart- 
ment that is separate from installation. 
Otherwise, you may be forced to wait 
for repairs for weeks while more prof- 
itable installations are being handled. 

The service department you select 
should provide the following: 

* Separate service and _ installation 

departments 

- 24-hour emergency service 

* Quick response time 

* Technicians licensed and factory 

trained 

- Extensive inventory of parts 

- Yearly maintenance agreements 

These considerations become most 
important should an emergency occur 
after normal business hours. 

Isn’t forced warm air dry and 
uneven? 

Forced warm air is not dry or uneven 
if it is designed and installed correctly. 
Any type of heating will lower the rela- 
tive humidity. The primary benefit of 
warm air systems is the ability to control 
the environment in your home year 
round. You can humidify the air when 
it is dry, clean it when it is dirty, cool it 
when it is hot and heat it when it is cold. 


I’ve received several quotes for a 
new boiler. Why do the prices dif- 
fer so greatly? 

The scope of work can differ from 
one estimate to the next. Circulators, 
expansion tank, relays and wiring, as 
examples, may or may not be included. 

The type of company can dictate 
price as well. It is better to look for a 
company with separate service and 
installation departments. They will be 
able to respond quickly with trained 
technicians. If the same person who 
installs the boiler has to answer the 
phone, sweep the workshop and repair 
the equipment, it is a good bet service 
will be poor. 

Why should I choose a higher 
priced brand? Aren’t they all the 
same? 

Many factors differentiate one brand 
from the next. The quality of materials 
and engineering design are directly 
linked to the warranty, efficiency and 
reliability of a unit. A brand with a high- 
er initial cost may be less expensive over 
time due to fewer service calls and lower 
electric bills. 


As long as it heats or cools, is 
the size of my unit really that 
important? 

Size is very important. Oversizing a 
unit has serious drawbacks, and is even 
illegal in some - states. including 
Massachusetts. An oversized unit will 
heat or cool your home very quickly. 
Unfortunately, it will also result in high- 
er electric bills, increased maintenance 
costs and uneven temperatures. 
Oversized air conditioning systems do 
not operate long enough to dehumidify. 
The air needs to be steadily circulated 
through the cooling coil in order to 
drain the air of moisture. 

A heating and cooling load calcula- 
tion should be done by the contractor to 
determine what size unit your home 
needs. “Rules of thumb” are not suffi- 
cient because many things can affect the 
load in your home: the amount of sun- 
light, direction the house faces, amount 
of insulation, and even the number of 
people and appliances. 

Isn’t price the most important 
factor in choosing a contractor? 

A quality, established dealer has 
access tO Many resources to aid in the 
design, installation and servicing of your 
system. These resources allow the dealer 
to Customize a total comfort system for 
your family. One way to determine how 
well a dealer stands behind his work is 
to look at the labor warranty. It should 
match the part warranty on equipment. 

The best contractors will send out a 
professional representative of the com- 
pany to perform a complete home sur- 
vey. This is a fact gathering visit that 
would include measuring the rooms, 
insulation, attic and basement. It should 
also include a brief interview to identify 
your lifestyle requirements and any 
unusual factors to consider in design, 
such as medical issues. 

Other important considerations 
when choosing a dealer are insurance, 
licensing, manufacturer’s rating and pro- 
fessional memberships. Climate Design 
Systems, for example, is fully insured 
and licensed and maintains member- 
ships in the Better Business Bureau, 
Associated Builders and Contractors, 
Inc. and the Air Conditioning 
Contractors of America, among others.

Q: We have a problem with squeaky 
floors in our 50-year-old home and will 
be tearing up the floor to correct the 
problem. What can you suggest to 
insure that the squeaks don’t come 
back? 

A: We suggest that you use dry wall 
screws instead of nails to attach the 
plywood to the joist. Drywall screws 
don’t require predrilling a hole and 
will countersink themselves. They hold 
tighter than nails and won’t come 
loose even if the wood shrinks. 

These screws are also used by some 
contractors On outdoor decks, and we 
have seen boards stay as tight as when 


they were attached under conditions 
where temperatures vary from subze- 
ro to more than 100 degrees F and the 
humidity varies from zero to 100 per. 
cent. 

Q: Our concrete block retaining 
wall has become cracked and dingy. Is 
there a way to freshen up its appear- 
ance? 

A: A coat of stucco will do wonders 
for your wall. If the blocks were new 
and clean you could trowel on the stuc- 
co right away. In your case, however, 
first apply a coat of concrete bonder. 
Check with your local concrete prod- 
ucts dealer to recommend the best 
bonding agent.

If the wall is cracked or damaged, 
but still standing straight, apply a layer 
of wire lath over the entire wall to tie 
the blocks together and ensure the 
Stucco will adhere. Secure the wire 
lath with concrete nails driven into 
holes bored with a masonry bit and 
electric drill. Space the nails about 12 
inches apart. 

Mix a stucco base coat of 1 part 
portland cement, 1 part mason’s 
cement and 2 parts fine sand. Trowel 


this coat on to a thickness of about 
one-half inch, or enough to cover the 
wire lath if you’re using it. 

With the base coat dry, trowel on a 
coat of stucco mix. After applying the 
first cover stucco coat, use a trowel or 
rubber float to create a textured stuc- 
co pattern. 

Q: Can you give me some tips on 
how to wash painted walls? The walls 
are painted with white, washable 
paint.

A: If you are interested in just clean- 
ing a dirty wall, you can use soap and 
water.

descent bulb you will save $6 a year in 
electricity cost, according to energy 
experts at Northeast Utilities Service 
Co., in Hartford, Conn. Today’s fluo- 
rescent bulbs offer a vast improvement 
over the old tubular, sometimes flick- 
ering, cold-light fluorescents of the 
past. First, many fluorescent bulbs cast 
a warmer light now produced in bulb 
shapes to fit table and floor lamps, wall 
sconces, and outdoor lanterns, And, 
for the first time, fluorescents for floor 
or table lamps offer three-way lighting. 
One company that produces these new 
fluorescents is Light of America, in 
Walnut, Calif. 

Dimmer switches are a simple 
means of reducing the amount of elec- 
tricity flowing to incandescent or halo- 
gen lamps. In a dining area, for exam- 
ple, wall sconces burning bright aren’t 
nearly as romantic for dinner as a soft- 
er glow controlled by a dimmer switch. 
Nor is bright light necessary for watch-

ing television. A dimmed light can also 
serve as a night light. 

An incandescent lamp dimmed to 
50 percent of its output saves 40 per- 
cent of the electricity flowing to the 
fixture, according to a lighting expert 
at Lutron Electronics, in Coopersburg, 
Pa. “Moreover,” the expert continued, 
“at a constant 50 percent dimming, the 
bulb will last 20 times as long.”

A dimmer wall switch generally 
prices under $5. and isn’t difficult to 
install. Just be certain you cut the 
power to the switch before exchang- 
ing the old switch for the new.

three to five years. The stain colors the 
top surface and, depending on the 
porosity of the concrete penetrates 
one-sixteenth or one-eighth-inches 
below the surface. It is particularly dif 
ficult to keep a uniform dark color on 
a concrete driveway because of the 
bleaching effect of the sun, the weath- 
ering, and wear from vehicle and foot 
traffic. Also, if the porosity of the con 
crete varies along the driveway, the 
stain will be uneven and blotchy. If you 
want an even black color, you will have 
to restain periodically. Proper prepara- 
tion of the driveway is important. It 
must be clean and dry, 
applied with a garden 

If staining and restaining at consid 
erable expense for only a temporary 
solution to your drivew ay color prob- 
lem does not appeal to you, you might 
consider having a layer of blacktop 
applied over the concrete in much the 
same way that a highway department 
resurfaces a concrete road with a dete 
riorated surface. While this would not 
be inexpensive, it would give you a 
permanently black driveway that could 
be kept up with occasional coatings of 
asphalt driveway sealer in the same 
way you would maintain an asphalt dri 
veway. Since it would be black, it 
would not show staining like concrete.

plumber friend of mine, will need to 
be vented with a new vent line. We’ve 
both sized up the situation and agree 
that running the new line through the 
existing walls will be a very difficult 
job entailing major demolition and 
reconstruction. Is there any alternative 
to venting the sink without this major 
construction project? 

A: You may be able to use a ventless. 
or antisiphoning, valve. This valve 
Opens automatically to admit air. 
which prevents water from being 
siphoned from the trap, then closes to 
block the escape of sewer gas. 

The valve installs behind the trap 
and solvent-welds to 1 1/2-inches diam- 
eter plastic pipe. It can be joined to the 
same diameter metal pipe if its solvent- 
weld adapter is discarded. Although 
the valve meets national plumbing 
code requirements, it may not meet 
local standards. Check before you 
install it. The valve sells for about $5 at 
hardware stores and home centers.
